OPENING OF SIBER A 


Russia Planning to Spend Halt a Bil: 
tion Dollars on Railroads 

It is now beginning to be taken for 
granted that outer Mongolia, with its 
1,000,000 square miles of territory and 
{ts 3,000,000 of people, is to be added 
to the Russian sphere of influence. 

Ever since the war with Japan, 
Russia has been devoting her energies 
to the expansion of Siberia. This vast 
territory stretching from the Ural 
Mountains to the Pacific Ocean, was 
once looked on as the dreary land of 
the exile. Today it is the promised 
land of the emigrant. There is room 
for many millions. 

Siberia, with an area of 4,817,687 
square miles, has at present a popula- 
tion of only 8,220,100, There are vast 
stretches of rich, black earth awalt- 
{ng the farmer. Coal, iron, silver and 
gold are ready for the ploneer. Huge 
forests have in readiness great wood- 
en harvests. 


Some day Siberia must play a great 
part in the production of the world’s 
food, At present the cultivated part 
{g a mere patch on its huge area, yet 
{t produces 170,000,000 poods of ce- 
reals a year, a pood being equal to 
36 pounds. Its immense coal depos- 
its have scarcely been touched, and 
the same ts the case with its timber. 
In the Amur and Maritime Provinces 
there are 609,000,000 acres of forest 
land. 


The railroad is naturally what is 
looked for for the develcpment of this 
great country. The first great 
achievement in this direction was the 
construction of the Siberian Railroad. 
This has cost more than £140,000,000, 
and stretches from Moscow to Vladi- 
vostok, 5,527emiles, all on Russia ter- 
ritory except the last strip across 
Manchuria. It is now proposed to 
double track and improve it at an esti- 
mated cost of £22,000,000, 

Other Rubsian schemes contemplate 
the opening up of Southern Siberia 
by a line from Orsk through Orenburg 
to Semipalatins!: and Barnaul to the 
railway at Taiga at a cost of £18,000,- 
000; the linking up of St. Petersburg 
by a direct lin> to the Siberian rail- 
way, hitherto approached only by 
Moscow, at a cost of £9,000,000; the 
Amur line connecting the Siberian 
Railroad with the eastern coast round 
the north of Manchuria, making it 
possible to travel from east to west 
entirely in Russian territory, at a cost 
of £31,000,000, and finally a branch 
line from east of Lake Baikal to Kath- 
kta through the Great Desert in Mon- 
golia, through Urga, and eventually 
on to Pekin, at a cost of £15,000,000, 

This gives a total in round figures, 
of £95,000,000, which Russia is plan- 
ning to spend on the opening up of 
her eastern Empire.

KING GEORGE AT WORK 


Heavy Correspondence Handled in Re- 
markably Quick Time 

All_letters addressed to the bing 
and Queen of England are sent direct 
from the General Po ® ‘fice in Lon 
don in specially sealea Vags to which 
ever of the Royal residences they are 
are occupying. In the case of Buck- 
ingham Palace this bag arrives as a 
Tule just as the King is finishing din- 
ner, 

It is taken charge of by the secre- 
tary on duty, who opens it and pro- 
ceeds to sort out the contents. Such 
letters as will ultimately demand the 
attention of King Géorge are placed 
before him the’same night, but it is 
not often that he deals with them at 
the moment, save in matters that will 
not brook delay. 

He glances through them, makes a 
few brief notes upon them, and ac- 
cording to a writer in the Strand they 
are then placed under a lock and key 
until he ig ready for them_on the fol- 
lowing morning. 

He has barely had time to deal 
with these before the Royal breakfast 
is served, and almost simultaneously 
an even larger bag of correspondence 
arrives. The contents range from a 
private communication from the Kals- 
eror the Czar to a letter from some 
amiable lunatic who considers that 
his claim to the British throne is sup- 
erior to that of King George. 

This heavy correspondence is dealt 
with in remarkably short time. Word 
Stamfordham, should he be on duty, 
opens every communication, and, 
glancing at it, places it. in one of the 
large crimson leather baskets labeled 
with the tenor of the eplstle, 

Thus invitations to undertake pub- 
le functions of one description or an- 
other go into one basket, charitable 
appeala into another, the official re- 
port of the proceedings of the two 
Houses of Parliament into a smaller 
basket, letters of a personal or a 
seml-personal character into a fourth, 
and #0 on. 

At the finish there is a small but 
highly important little pile left. This 
is composed of letters from the rulers 
of other States, personal reports from 
Ambassadors abroad or communica- 
tions from the Ministers at home. 
These never for one instant leave the 
custody of wheever is entrusted with 
the task of opening them. 

There is a special box standing on 
the table with a slit in the top of It 
wide enough to take arly paper. It is 
fastened with a patent lock, of which 

only the King, Lord Knollys and Lord 
Stamfordham have the keys; so that 
anything dropped in, even by accident, 
can only be taken out by one of these 
three,

Wireless In Canada 


“Canada possesses more coast sta- 
tions and handles more wireless mes- 
sages than any other country in the

QUEER WEATHER DEVICES 


Nature Has Furnished Many Simple 
But Interesting Ones 

One of the oldest and simplest ways 
of telling whether the air is dry or 
moist is to suspend a piece of sea- 
weed out of doors, or even in an apart- 
ment where there is no artificial heat. 
The weed is crisp and Ks at the a 
proach of fine weather, while it is fla 
by and moist when rain is likely. 

A common toy, the Swiss weather- 
house is really’ quite trustworthy in 
{ts forcaste, The woman, of course, 
emerges from the little house in fine 
weather, while the man comes out 
when wet conditions are to be expect: 
ed, 

In @ medium state of the atmosphere 
both figures stand just inside the 
house. Th> movements are due to 
the twisting of a cord of catgut, a 
substance which Is Mt rf sensitive to 
changes in the humidity of the air. 

Two very singular weather devices 
are those in which a frog and @ leech 
are employed. In the former case a 
glass jam jar is filled about two-thirds 
of its capacity with water. A little 
wooden ladder is constructed, and 
this is placed inside the jar. 

A frog will live quite happily in such 
a position for a few weeks, and it will 
be found that in fine weather the. 
creature will climb out up to the 
top of the ladder. In stormy weather, 
however, the frog will remain under 
the water. 

Even more reliable as weather pro- 
phets are leeches. A single leech is 
placed in a broad glass bottle with a 
piece of perforated bladder or leather 
over the mouth. On the approach of 
fine or frosty weather, the leech re- 
mains almost motionless, curled up 
at the bottom. When rain or wind 
{a coming the creature rises to the 
surface, which a coming thunder 
storm will cause it to be much agitat- 
ed; at times tho bree wilt ber nah hg 
the water altogether #0 se 
the animal to an electrical disturb- 
ance, 

The chameleon barometer {fs a cur- 
| fosity which has puzzled many people, 
but its beatae py is really very sim- 
ple. The animal changes color ac- 
cording to the weather, being pink in 
damp conditions, purple in a variable 
state, and bright wine red when the 
air is dry. 

A cardboard mount {fs prepared, and

is stretched out on a blotting paper, 
and then immersed in a solution of 
chloride of cobalt, to which are added 
chloride of aodium and gum arabic.

A more beautiful chemical hygro- 
scope is formed of a flower made of 
white blotting paper and has been im- 
mersed in the cobalt mixture. The 
blossoms shows many varying shades, 
from bright pink to sky blue, with the 
changes in the degree of dampness in 
the atmosphere. 

A somewhat curious storn-giass was 
introduced by the late Admiral Fitz- 
roy. This is formed of a glass tube, 
stoppered but with. a small hole 
through the cork. Into the tube has, 
been poured a_ hia of camphor, 
filtre;-and ammoniac, alcohol and wa- 
ter, The changes in the state of the 
atmosphere are indicated by the pro- 
duction of feathery growths, these ex- 
tending upwards at the approach of a 
storm and retreating to the lower part 
of the tube in quiet weather. 


Canada’s New Stamps. 

The new Canadian postage stamps 
are meeting with decided approval 
in England, and at the same time the 
new British stamps a receiving 
some hard knocks. Here is what the 
London Daily Mail says: 

“The new issue of Canadian one- 
cent stamps, with King George's head, 
is a beautiful, well designed, and 
clearly printed as the first issue of 
English Georgian stamps is unsatis- 
factory. In piace of the awkwardly 
truncated head on the English stamp, 
the Canadian issue shows a bust por- 
trait of the. King in Admival's unt- 
form, beautifully engraved, with @ 
light’ profile against a dark back- 
EN The shading is exquisite! 
delicate, and gives full plastic round- 
ness to the head. The oval in which 
the portrait is enclosed is enframed 
by a border of maple leaves, and the 
inscription “Canada Postage,” in 
white letters on a dark ground. A 
crown is placed in each of the top 
corners, and the figure 1, dark on 
white ground, in the two bottom corn- 
ers, Instead of the watery faded color 
of our one-half pence stamps, a deep 
rich green is used, which shows w 
the sharply engraved lettering. It 
{a possible to improve on the. design 
by greater simplicity, the technical ex- 
ecution {s beyond approach. 

The English Georgian stamp has 
been a great disappointment to the 
British public, with whom it is a sore 
point. They quite naturally resent the 
fact that a king who has been a col- 
lector himself since boyhood, and who 


has one of the finest collections in 
the world, should have had so poor a 
one in his own kingdom. But then, 
in this respect, Canada’s King 
ward stamp was as far ahead of the 
English one, both as to likeness and 
art, as the King George would seem 
to be.

Electricty and the Mind: ~ 

To ascertain the effect of electri- 
city upon the development of school 
children a series of very interesting 
experiments have just been concluded 
in the schools of Stockholm. The walls 
and ceilings of a school room were 
lined with a coil of wires through 
which a high frequency current was 
passed. The children in the room 
were thus in the position of an iron 
core in the centre of a magnetizing 
coil, 

Fifty children were kept in this 
room, while fifty others of the same 
average size and mental develop- 
ment were kept in an-adjoining room 
without electrical treatment. At the 
end of six months the children under 
electrical treatment showed an aver- 
age growth of two inches, while those 
without electricity grew only 1% 
inches. 

The electrified ‘children showed an 
increase in weight and other forms 
}of development in proportion to their 
height. The electrified children also 
showed an average proficiency in their 
studies of 92 per cent. and fifteen of 
them showed 100 per cent. The un- 
electrified children; on the other hand 
were only 75 per cent. proficient on 
the average, and not one of them 
reached 100 per cent. 

It is added that the electrified chil- 
dren appeared to be much brighter, 
quicker and more active. They Were 
prompter in attendance and much less 
subject to fatigue. The teachers also 
showed superior working capacity in 
the electrified room. While there was 
an oder of ozone in the room, it was 
held that the presence of ozone would 
not account for the results obtained.

EFFORTS TO SETTLE STRIKE |

Government Issues Official Statement | 
Deuneelllpy Negotiations in Coal 
ine Olspute. | 
London.—The Government acknow-! 
ledges failure to settle the dispute! 
between the coal owners and the min-| 


ers, Breaking the rule of secrecy and| 


silence, which has heretofore been 
rigidly observed during the course of 
negotiations, an official statement 
was issued regarding the proposal 
submitted by the Prime Minister to! 
the owners and miners, | 

The statement began by declaring 
that the Government is satisfied that 
there are cases in which underground 
workers are not able to earn a rea: 
sonable minimum wage. The Gov- 
ernment is further satisfied that the 
power to earn such wage should be 
secured by arrangements suitable to 
the circumstances in such district, 
adequate safeguards being provided 
to protect employers against abuse. 
The Government is prepared to con- 
fer with the parties concerned as to 
the best method of giving practical 
effect to these conclusions by means 
of direct strike conferences, a repre- 
sentative appointed by the Govern- 
ment being present in the event of a 
failure to arrive at a settlement with- 
in a reasonable time, and representa- 
tives appointed by the Government to 


decide jointly any outstanding 
points. 
These proposals, continues the 


statement, were considered by the re- 
presentatives of the coal owners this 
afternoon, with the result that those 
in the federated area, which includes 
Yorkshire, Lancashire, the Midlands 
and North Wales, accepted, adding 
that it is expected that the Govern- 
ment will make such arrangements 
as would secure that the agreement 
be binding on both sides for a rea- 
sonable time. 

The Durham and Cumberland em- 
ployers also accepted the proposals. 
They were rejected however by the 
Northumberland, Scotland and South 
Wales coal owners, and also by the 
representatives of the smaller dis- 
tricts, Forest of Dean in Gloucester, 
Somerset and Bristol. More than} 
sixty per cent. of the coal trade of 
the country accepted the proposals, | 

The National Miners’ Federation)

They will 
traverse Canada from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, visiting every province, | 
and will hold dinners or levees at 
provincial capitals or principal cities. 
Early in May their Royal Highnesses 
will go to Montreal for horse show 
week, They will return to Ottawa, 
and, after opening the horse show 
here, will go on to Toronto for the; 
horse show in that city, where they 
will spend the week. 


Immediately after they go to Lon- 
don and Guelph for ten days. In 
August the Royal Household will) 
leave for the Maritime provinces, 
where they will visit St. John, Hali- 
fax and Charlottetown. They will do 
most of their travelling in the East 
by one of the Government steamers.

WANT 50,000 WORKMEN 


Grand Trunk Pacific Rallway and 
Canadian Northern Anxious to 
Complete Line. 

Winnipeg, Man.—The railway com- 
panies are now faced with the pro- 
blem of securing between fifty and 
sixty thousand men to carry out the 
vast development programme mapped 
out by the companies in the Canad- 
fan west during the summer of 1912, 


The work to be undertaken this year 
{s greater than ever before, and It is 
doubtful whether the supply will 


neerly meet the demand. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific and Canadian Northern 
are willing to take on all they can 
possibly get, as both companies are 
desirous of rushing through their 
main line to completion. 


TO PREVENT EMIGRATION 


Official Action Being Taken to Pre- 
vent People of the Western 
States Flocking to Canada. 

Washington.—With the co-opera- 
tion of more than 26 states, the fed- 
eral authorities have entered upon a 
systematic campaign to prevent the 
emigration of persons from the Unit- 
ed States to Canada. It is estimated 
that 7,600 farmers went to northwest 
Canada between July 1, 1910, and 
July 1, 1911, and hundreds of thous- 
ands before that time. To divert emi- 
gration to different parts of the Unit- 
ed States the department of com- 
merce is co-operating with the state 
dearptment of agriculture and bure- 
aus of immigration. 


RUSH TO ALBERTA 


Premier Sifton Expects 100,000 New 
Settlers During the Present Year 
Toronto.—Premler A, L, Sifton, of 

Alberta, expects to see 100,000 people | 

settle in Alberta this year, a very| 

large number going into the irrigated | 
districts in the south, 


Mr, Sifton spoke of the work just 
accomplished by the Alberta legisla- 
ture guaranteeing 1,600 miles of new 
railway, of which 1,200 are to be 
built by the C.N.R,, and the rest by 
the G.T.P, within four years, 

The trail into the Peace River dis- 
trict, Mr, Sifton said, was already 
well defined, a man who had just re- 
turned from the tip having encoun- 
tered no less than 260 teams on the 
road ‘nto the new country taking in 
settlers and supplies, 


COST OF NEW SETTLERS 


PRICE PAID BY CANADA FOR 
SECURING SETTLERS 


Total of Over $8,000,000 Spent During 
The Past Ten Years—Largest Am- 
ount Given to Cntarlo, With Mani- 
toba Second, and About Equal Sum 
Apportioned to Saskaktchewan and 
Alberta. 


Ottawa.—The price paid by Canada 
duting the past ten years, through 
the department of the interior, for the 
encouragement of desirable settlers 
to come to her shores ia estimated at 
$8,402,698, That the department has 
been fairly impartial during that time 
in the amounts spent for this purpose 
toward the settling of the various pro- 
vinces of the Dominion {s evident 
from the statistics of cost by province 
which, with other figures, were sup- 
plied on reques: in the house recent- 
ly. Ontario claims the largest amount 
it is true, this province having $69,- 
655.51 to her credit in obtaining set- 
tlement. Manitoba comes a close se- 
cond, due to the fact that Winnipeg 
fs the centre of dispersion for the 
entire west, The sum of $60,031.22 
is placed against that province for 
the ten years. From 1902 to 1905 
Alberta and Saskatchewan are class- 
ed together, the sum of $27,762.55, 
having been spent in their interests 
during that time. Following the lat- 
ter year up to the present, $34,347.68 
has been expended in the interests 
of Saskatchewan, and $39,424.40 in 
the interests of Alberta, Quebec has 
the sum of $49,874.56 placed against 
it, this large sum being due partly to 
the fact that tho cities of Quebec and 
Mentreal are the landing places for 
the majority of the immigrants from 
Europe and the British Isles. British 
Columbia {ts credited with $36,130.81, 
while the Maritime provinces are res- 
nonsible for the expenditure of $14, 
310.79, 

In the British Isles the sum of $1,- 
768,031.11 has been expefided during 
the ten years in agency work, adver- 
tising, Hterature, etc. there having 
been among other agencies 253 farm 
lecturers and delegates employed 
throughout that time. The cost of 
literature has been among the biggest 
{tems of expense. During the past 
ten years no less than $855,390.68 has 
been expended all over the Dominion 
‘n this regard. This amount divided 
among the provinces is as. follows: 
Manitoba, $418.50; Saskatchewan, $1.- 
637.64; Alberta, $6,123.48; British 
Columbia, $3,482.29; Ontario, $7,761.- 
43; Nova Scotia, $10,763.26; New 
Brunswick, $1.683.69: Prince Edward 
Island, $1,420.18, Quebec, $5,909.90. 
Canada generally, $816,604.95, 

It will be noticed that the Maritime 
provinces have been fairly well ad- 
vertised in proportion to the other 
provinces, despite recent representa- 
tions In the house to the contrary. 


BANISHING THE BAR 
Premier Roblin Oeclares Question 
Muet Be Carefully Considered 


Winnipeg, Man.—Premier Roblin in 
the House, speaking on the petition 
asking for the banishing of the bar, 
said that the question should be given 
earnest and careful consideration and 
was a matter which could not be 
rushed into action which, if it turned 
out wrong, might take decades to cor- 
rect. On the motion of the Premier, 
‘he question was adjourned to he 
taken up at a later date. 

The report of the Royal Commis- 
sion of Technical Education, as laid 
upon the table, strongly advocated 
the adoption of a system of technical 
education in the province, The an- 
nual reports of the provincial secre- 
tary and Attorney General's Depart- 
ment were also presented. 


BUILD MORE BATTLESHIPS 


If United States Is to Retain its Posl- 
tlon as The Third Naval Power 


Washington.—Japan by 1916 will 
have wrestled the position of third 
naval power from the United States 
and the U.S. will have difficulty in 
maintaining itself in fourth place 
unless it builds two battleships a 
year. 

Secretary Mayer declared this to be 
a fact in his testimony before the 
house committee on naval affairs. 
Secretary Mayer urged greater liber- 
ality by congress in dealing with the 
naval establishment. Mayer asked 
also for an appropriation of $1,000, 
000 to establish a globe girdiing wire- 
less system, by which U.S. warships 
could keep in:constant touch with 
Washington. 


SHAUGHNESSY’S DENIAL. 
C. P, R. Not Contemplating Buliding 
Line to Hudson Bay. 
Montreal.—In answer to a question 
requesting to know if there was any 
truth in the report that the Canadian 
Pacific railway contemplated bullding 
a road from some western point to 
Hudson Bay (following much the 
game course as the Hudson Bay 
government road), Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy said, with surprise, that 
“nothing could be more unlikely,’ 
Other C.P.R. officials well versed in 
railroading sald that they thought 
that such a scheme would not pay for 
years, until the population along that 
northern route was far more dense 
than at present. 


179,000,000 Bushels of Wheat, 

Winnipeg.—According to the North- 
west Grain Dealers’ Association, 
91,500,000 bushels of wheat has beén 
Inspected to date of last year’s crop 
and 21,000,000 bushels are in store. | 
Thirty-three million bushels are in 
the farmers’ hands, and _ the total 
wheat crop is placed at 179,000,000, 
The oat crop is placed at 61,000,000 
of which 24,000,000 has been inspect- 
ed, 


: Would Stop War. 

Paris—The Matin understands 
that Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia acting together, are ready to 
make .energetic presentations to Tur- 
key torbring the war to an end. They 
only await the adhesion of the Ger- 
man and Austrian Governments be- 
fore taking a decisive step. 


AGAINST ENTRY OF HINDOOS 


F, C. Blair Adverse to Allowing Wives 
of Hindoos to Enter. 

Ottawa.—The report of F. C. Blair, 
who was appointed a special commis- 
sioner to inquire into the subject of 
immigration of Hindoos to Canada, is 
in the hands of the Minister of the 
Interior. 

It 1s understood that the report is 
Adverse to further opening of the 
door to the Hindoo people and states 
that the admission of the wives of 
those now in Canada will be a step 
in the direction of re-opening the 
whole issue. The contentions of Dr. 
Sunder Singh and his associates are 
not upheld. 


PREVENT PRAIRIE FIRES 
Rallwaye Must Have Plowed Fire- 
guarde Along Their Lines In Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. 

Ottawa.—To prevent prairie fires 
starting and spreading from sparks 
thrown from engines the railway com- 
mission has issued a drastic fire guard 
regulation affecting all railways oper- 
ating under its jurisdiction in the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, 

The order provides “That every 
railway company subject to the legis- 
lative authority of Canada, operating 
steam lines in the provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan shall, on or 
before Aug. 1 of each year construct 
along each side of the right of way 
in these provinces, and not less than 
400 feet distant from the centre, a 
fire guard consisting of a plowed strip 
of land not less than 16 feet in 
width.” : 

This fire guard must be kept free 
from dry grass, weeds, and other com- 
bustible material between Aug. 1 and 
Dec, 1 of each year. A penalty of $25 
in civil damage is placed upon any 
employee of: the companies who leav- 
es gates open or cuts fences, result- 
ing in injury to cattle. The com- 
panies are subject to a penalty of 
$100 for each infraction of the order. 

To obviate the necessity of em- 
ployees of railways going under en- 
gines to empty ashpans, a work which 
endangers life, the board orders that 
all engines be equipped before Dec. 
31,.1913, with ashpans which may be 
dumped without going underneath. 
No engine not so,equipped can be 
used after the date fixed by the order. 


U. 8 RAILWAYS SHORT OF CARS 


And a Grain Blockade is Imminent 
Unless Relief Comes Soon. 

Winnipeg.—That a grain blockade 
will occur unless the American rail- 
ways can secure more cars to handle 
the grain from Duluth east sent in 
bond for export is the report which 
reached here rocently. Elevator men 
at Duluth and Superior are complain- 
ing that they are unable to obtain 
sufficient cars to nove the incoming 
grain with the result that the eleva- 
tor space is becoming very short. It 
{a stated that there is only about 
eleven million bushels space remain- 
ing at Duluth and at the present rate 
of incoming, the grain will soon fill 
them up. The C.N.R. has moved 
2,000,000 bushels to Duluth up to the 
present time and the shipments are 
on the increase. The C.P.R. ship- 
ments to the south are less than the 
two other roads, and the company 
states it still has plenty of elevator 
‘room at Fort William, 


VICTORY FOR TRADE UNIONISM 


Decision of Judge Ii Case at Mel- 
bourne is Considered ae Such 

Melbourne.—Justice Higgins, pre- 
sident of the Federal Arbitration 
Court, gave his award in the case of 
the Brisbane Tramway strike. 

He declared that the anti-badge re- 
gulations of the Melbourne, Brisbane 
and Adelaide authorities to be inval- 
id and has granted an injunction to 
prevent companies from prohibiting 
the wearing of trade union badges on 
the mens’ uniforms during official 
working hours, Unionists regard this 
as a victory of world-wide importance 
and as establishing the right of men 
to wear union badges throughout the 
empire. 


To Revolutionize Farming Methods 


Winnipeg, Man.—The possibilities 
of mixed farming in Manitoba and the 
West, as a remedy for the recurring 
congestion in crop movements, are 
being urged in many quarters, H.

QUEBEC AND UNGAVA LAND 


Sir Lomer Gouin Says That Province 
Expects All islands as Well. 

Quebec.—While the news of the 
annexation of Ungava has been wel- 
comed here Premier Gouin had some- 
thing to say as to the rest of the 
boundary resolutions. 

“I see,” remarked Sir Lomer, “that 
we are given the territory up to Hud- 
son's Bay but what about the islands, 
of which there are hundreds along 
the shore of Ungava? They are not 
even mentioned in the Federal reso- 
lutions, 

“In the resolution, which we adop- 
ted in the House a couple of years 
ago, we expressed our desire to ob- 
tain these islands, which belong to 
us just as much as the shore. 

“We asked for all the islands in 
the Hudson's Bay to the east of the 
continuation of the boundary line be- 
tween Quebec and Ontario, This 
would give us not only the tslands 
along the shore line but also those 
out in the open. 

“I think the omission {s inadvert- 
aut and it will only be necessary to 
call the attention of the Government 
to it in order to get our rights. Other- 
wise the islands will remain in the 
unorganized territories and there is 
not much sense in that.” 


GENERAL CHEN DISAPPEARS 


Foxy Chinese Commander Was 
tected in Huge Graft Scheme. 
Shanghai—The \mpression prevails 
here that graft wili not be tolerated 
by the Republican officials, following 
the strange disappearance of General 
Chen, who was made military com- 
mander of this city when the rebels 
gained control, 


Gen. Chen was commanded to buy 
arms for the troops at Wu Chang, He 
purchased a large quantity of obso- 
lete rifles which were thrown into the 
river by order of Gen. Li Yuan Hung. 
General Chen got the guns for 17 
taels each and sold them for 30 taels 
each. Soon afterwards he disappear- 
ed. His friends were told that the 
General was “very sick.” All efforts 
to locate him having failed, it is now 
belleved he has disappeared.

BRITAIN BUYING COAL, ’ 


Steamers Chartered to Convey Sup- 
ply From Norfolk, Va., to 
Gibraltar, 

Norfolk, Va.—The .British govern- 
ment has begun buying coal at this 
port and four British steamers have 
been chartered to come here and 
take it to Gibraltar where it is to be 
delivered to the British admiralty. 
Three or four steamers are expected 
to take approximately 25,000 tons. 
That the British navy is in urgent 
need of this fuel would seem to be 
made apparent by the freight rate 
which the government has undertak- 
en to pay the steamers, which is $5 
a ton. This is only 40 cents less 
than the ocean rate to San Francisco.

To Be Awarded by Department in all 
Arms of Canadian Service. 
Ottawa.—Military orders just issu- 
ed announce that there will be med- 
als awarded to the best shooters in 
each regiment or squadron of cavalry, 
regiment or battery of artillery, com- 
pany of engineers, regiment of infan- 
try, and company of the Army Ser- 
vice Corps of the Active Militia, 
The badge will be awarded to the 
man obtaining the highest figure of 
merit which will be arrived at by di- 
viding the total number of points ob- 
tained by the rounds fired. 


KANSAS CITY EMIGRANTS 


About 800 Cars of Settlers and Effects 
Booked for Canadian West. 

Winnipeg.—The Immigration com- 
mission has announced that one im- 
migration agency at Kansas City has 
already 800 cars of settlers and set- 
tlers’ effects ready to come to Can- 
ada, and will have ultimately 150 cars 
for Saskatchewan and Alberta points.

THE SUNDAY SCHODL 


Text of the Lesson, Mark 1, 29-45, 
Memory Verses, 40, 41—Golden Text, 
Matt. viii, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev, D. M. Stearns. 

The events of this lesson, the heal- 
ing of the fever stricken and all man- 
ner of diseased people and spirit pos- 
sessed peopie and the healing of 
a leper, are all samples of the king- 
dom which was at hand, but which did 
Not come because they would not 
have Him, Verse 39 of our lesson 
summarizes it briefly, “He preached 
in their synagogues throughout 


all 
Galilee and cast out demons.” It is 
More fully stated in Matt. iv, 23, 
And Jesus went about ail Galilee, 


teaching in their synagogues and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
and healing all manner of sickness 
and all manner of disease among the 
people. It was predicted by the 
prophets that in the kingdom the 
blind would see, the deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a hart, 
and no one complain because of sick- 
ness, for iniquity would be forgiven 
(Isa, xxxiil, 24; xxxv, 6, 6). It was 
also predicted that in the kingdom 
wolves and lambs, leopards and kids, 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 
little children would all live in peace 
together (Isa, x!, 6-9; Ixv, 25). No 
one seems to expect these last men- 
Uoned things until Jesus shall come 
again, but many are wondering why 
they cannot be healed of all discce:es 
even though the kingdom has not 
come, They ask often complainingly, 
“Ig not the tody as well as the soul 
included in the atonement?” Yes: 
the great atonement will reach the 
body, too, and in the resurrection 
these bodies of our humiliation will 
be fashioned Ilke His glorious body, 
but till then we must wait patiently 
in strength or weakness, as He may 
in His infinite love and wisdom 
decide. Some are healed by His hand 
without a physician and some by His 
blessing upon the physictan’s | skill 
and medicine, while some continue 
in weakness, and many are passing 
out from the mortal body. The truly 
devout soul says under all circum- 
stances, “Even so, Father,” and re- 
joices in the perfect will of God. 

Our lesson verses 29 to 31 tell of 
His going from the synagogue to the 
home of Simon and Andrew, where 
Simon’s wife’s mother lay sick of a 
fever. He took her by the hand, re- 
buked the fever, and {mmediately she 
was well and ministered to them. 
Compare the ministry of angels in 
verse 13, Think of Samuel as a little 
boy ministering to the Lord (I Sam. 
{fl, 1) and let all our service be “unto 
the Lord” and “before the Lord.” 
Possibly more might be healed if He 
saw that they would minister unto 
Him, for He {g seeking in every way 
to bring people unto Himself that He 
may fill them with His fullness (Ex. 
xix, 4; I Pet. fil, 18). 

Verses 32 to 34 tell of all manner 
of diseased and demon possessed peo- 
ple being brought to Him to be heal- 
ed, and it {s written here and in the 
parallel accounts in Matthew and 
Luke that He lafd His hands on every 
one of them and healed them «Luke 
iv, 40); that He cast out the spirits 
with His word and healed all that 
were sick, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoke by Isaiah the pro- 
phet, saying, “Himself took our tIn- 
firmities and bare our sicknesses” 
(Matt. vill, 16, 17; Isa, Hil, 4). If 
they had only received Him as their 
Messiah the Lord would have made 
bare His holy arm in the eyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth should have seen the sal ’a- 
tion of our God (Isa. lil, 10), but be- 
cause He {fs still the despised and re- 
jected one of Israel we continue. in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 
turn. He needs no teslimony from 
His adversaries, so He suffered not 
the demons to speak evin though 
they sald, “Thou art Christ, the Son 
of God.” 


Lesson verses 35 to 39 tell of His 
early morning praying 2° great while 
before day, having gone of to a sol!- 
tary place. Since He felt the need 
of being away from even thesv few 
disciples that He might the hewer 
commune with His Father, how can 
we know much of real communion 
with God in the constantly busy if. 
that so many lead? It is true that 
we can pray to God anywhere and iat 
any time, but see how He wer! uway 
alone, Simon and the others found 
Him and told Him thar pespie wore 
looking for Him; then He said: “Let 
us go into the next towns.” “I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also.” We must no. forget 
that “the fleld is the world” and our 
orders are, “Go ye into all the world.” 
The four lepers of Samaria should 
put us to shame with their words: 
“We do not well. This day is a day 
of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace” (II Kings vil, 9). Our lesson 
chapter closes with the record of a 
healed leper who published and blaz- 
ed abroad the fact of his being heal- 
ed so widely that Jesus had to stay 
away from the cities, and the people 
came to Him from every quarter. He 
is still the same Jesus, full of com- 
passion as when He sald to that lep- 
er, “I will, be thou clean,” and as 
quickly os the leper was healed (im- 
mediately) just as quickly can a sin- 
ner be saved. Without money and 
without price He gives eternal life 
to all who receive Him, The strange 
thing is that those who profess to 
have been saved by Him have not the 
zeal of this leper nor gratitude en- 
ough to tell others the glad tidings. 


Hindus Cannot Assimilate. 

Toronto.—The potentialities of Can- 
ada are enormous and immigrants 
are required to develop but these 
immigrants must not be Orientals 
whose ideas political, social and mor- 
al make them incapable of assimila- 
tion with the Anglo-Saxon.
